core of barbed wire (three strands wrapped around a fourth 
strand» between two posts .set about 16 to *iO feet apart, Gunn? 
sacks are wrapped around this core and tied with binder twine. 
The core should be attached about four feet up on the posts <tnd 
should hang about 18 ipches of the ground at the t enter. I se 
an iron ring or wire loop to attach core to posts. Soak sacks 
with 5 per cent DDT oil sprav 
(can be made b> mix ing one 
quart 25 per cent DDT emulsiliable concentrate in four quarts 
of fuel oil). It normally takes about a gallon of insecticide to 
soak the sacks the first time and about two quarts applied every 
two weeks to keep the rubber “ « barged.'’ The « atlle walk under 
the ba« k rubber and it w hi>ks off the flics and leaves some of 
the DDT on the animal s back to keep the flies awa.v for at 
least a while.
